THE congregation was next addressed by 
APOSTLE ABRAHAM H. CANNON, 

the following being the substance of his discourse: I have listened with 
great interest to the remarks of the speakers who have preceded me. God 
has been merciful unto us in imparting His mind and will through these 
Apostles who have addressed the Conference. Though the Church has 
been organized nearly sixty-one years, it is still in its infancy. The 
events of the past will in future be considered small compared with those 
which will yet be developed. When we reflect concerning what God has 
said about the latter-day Zion, and the great things which are yet to 
come, we must see that we have scarcely passed the stage of childhood. 
We have not reached that maturity in which our greatest strength will 
be exhibited. Notwithstanding this, in comparison with the religious 
world at large, we are in the brilliant sunshine. 3 
In spiritual things the Saints lead the van of progress. In other things 
we, as @ people, occasionally are very deficient. We have not learned 
how to live as Saints, because we have not learned to take care of tem- 
poral blessings. We have not yet brought temporal blessings under sub- 
jection to the law of God. Weare not as just or forgiving as we should 
be. We are not as diligent in attending our meetings as we should be. 
The Gospel plan means temporal as well as spiritual salvation. It relates 
to time as well as eternity. Unless we learn more fully the temporal 
lessons of life we will come short of a fulness of blessings. Industries 
necessary for the future growth and benefit of Zion are not as much en- 


couraged as they ought to be. They languish in consequence of this in- 
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difference. It is not possible for Zion to grow and become a heaven to 
the honorable of the earth unless we take a more consistent course in 
regard to temporalities. Consider for a moment the financial difficulties 
passed through of late. It has been deemed necessary to induce capital 
to come here from abroad to build up the country. Why not put forth 
our own efforts and establish permanent industries. 

In 1872, shortly after the Franco-German war, France had an immense 
indemnity fund to raise. It was so great that it would seem as if it must 
crush the nation. Yet it was all paid in an astonishingly short time, and 
France recently was able to loan England an exceedingly large sum to 
bridge a financial difficulty. The poor peasantry were able to come to 
the assistance of their government in paying the indemnity, and the 
latter pay the interest to their own people. Thus they build up their 
own country. Why cannot we emulate such an example? The time is 
foretold in relation to Zion, that her people will yet become lenders and 
not borrowers. These thoughts have come to me while listening to the 
brethren. | 

Some people have predicted that the destruction of the Church is near. 
A greater error could not be made. Those who take this view have not 
read aright the history of this community. The speaker went on to state 
that those who assert that the Church is going to decay, point, as an 
evidence in that direction, to what they conceive to be the mistakes of 
the authorities. What they hold to be mistakes are, however, only what 
was proper should be done under existing conditions at the time the steps 
were taken. The same class of pessimists regard the act of Adam and 
Eve in partaking of the forbidden fruit as a calamity to humanity, when 
it was a part of the divine plan whereby man could be brought toa 
knowledge of good and evil, and gain an experience that would advance 
him in the scale of being. A certain class of the cotemporaries of Moses 
condemned the leading of the Israelites out of bondage into the wilder- 
ness as a mistake. But the glorious result of the exodus is a manifesta- 
tion of divine wisdom. The lowly character of the birth of Christ has 
been regarded by some as a mistake, as it would, in their estimation, 
have been better for Him to have come into the world under affluent 
circumstances, so that He might have been received by the rich and the 
noble. It was deemed a mistake for Him to be nailed upon the cross, and 
even His disciples imagined when it occurred that their calling was gone. 
Yet that glorious act of sacrifice constituted the atonement of a God for 
the redemption of humanity. 

It is the judgment of men not illuminated by the Holy Ghost which 
commits mistakes. Men’s thoughts are not as God’s. The men who have 
led this Church in this dispensation do not make mistakes, although, 
viewed by individuals devoid of the Holy Spirit, some of their acts may 
assume that appearance. I testify that President Woodruff, who stands 
at the head of the Church, is directed by the revelations of God. So with 
those associated with him. They may make mistakes in their personal 
concerns, but the affairs of the Church of Christ are moved forward by 

the power of inspiration of the Almighty. The Church will not diminish 
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in power, but will increase in every gift and grace and in the power of 
sal vation from this time forward. 
PRESIDENT GEORGE Q. CANNON 

said: The allusions to temporal matters which have been made by pre- 
vious speakers suggest a subject which I think should come before this 
Conference. You are all doubtless aware that the residents of this neigh- 
borhood and Utah County, and also those in the north, have engaged in 
the erection of a sugar factory—the largest enterprise that has ever been 
attempted among us in the shape of home manufacture. Our leading 
men are making great exertions to have this industry established in our 
midst, and to have the contract which has been made for machinery, eto., 
carried out in season. It is a business which has been thoroughly approved 
by those who have taken it into consideration. 

There were some doubts entertained at first concerning the practica- 
bility of this undertaking, and likewise as to whether or not it would be 
remunerative. A number of practical men were selected to examine into 
this. They visited California and other places, and made inquiries into 
the question of the manufacture of beet sugar. They were perfectly 
satisfied that it was an industry which could be established here, and 
made to pay if properly conducted. 

Some doubts were expressed concerning the raising of beets in this part 
of the country of a quality suitable to the production of sugar, as it was 
feared that there was too much alkali in our soil. Experiments were 
made in various places as to the raising of the beets, and samples of these 
were sent to California for analysis. Some were also analyzed here. 
These analyses set at rest whatever doubts might have been entertained 
before on this point. Indeed many of the beets were,found to exceed in 
richness of saccharine matter those raised in California. The plant, as 
you no doubt know, has been located in Utah County. | 

Now, it is very desirable that we should take hold of this matter as a 
people; that we should unite in our efforts, and not leave the burden 
upon the shoulders of the few. The First Presidency have been much 
exercised, as well as the Twelve, in relation to this business. We started 
into it before the stringency occurred in the money market. We had 
gone too far to retreat without loss of prestige, and it was therefore 
determined to push the affair through. 

All our people should take an interest in this question, and it is per- 
haps necessary to say here that none of those directly concerned in the 
enterprise have any misgiving as to its success, providing the beets can 
be raised. But from what we can hear, there is a supineness and indiffer- 
ence on the part of many in this matter that is to be deplored. We could 
have put the plant in Cache Valley and had a $50,000 bonus, independent 
of the stock subscribed. The people there were actually willing to give 
$50,000 to have the sugar factory established in that place, and take stock 
in addition. But for reasons which seem to be weighty in the minds of 
those who had the project in charge, it was decided to build the factory 
where it is now, promises having been made by the people of Utah County 
which encouraged those taking the initiative. It appears to me that 
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there should be a disposition manifested to carry out those promises now, 
and that men should be willing—even if at & sacrifice, as some anticipate 
would be the case—to raise the beets at the price proposed. 

We are told by those building the factory—men familiar with the busi- 
ness, and who have been engaged in the manufacture of sugar—that beets 
can be raised half a dollar cheaper on the ton than has been offered, and 
persons make a good living at it. The company felt, however, that they 
should put the price a little higher, and did so; but, no doubt, if the 
undertaking proves remunerative, and when it gets beyond the experi- 
mental stage, the company will be willing to divide any profits there 
might be with the farmers who raise the beets. But we feel that some- 
thing should be done energetically. It would be a disgrace to this Terri- 
tory if we had to import labor here to raise beets for this factory; and yet 
that will be the necessity to which the company will be driven unless they 
can make contracts for raising the roots by our own people at home. 

We appeal to you—I do so personally on behalf of the company—to the 
farmers of Utah County, Salt Lake County and of all places within reach 
of this factory, to devote a portion of your land to the culture of sugar 
beets this coming spring. It is time that steps were taken in this direc- 
tion. The only cause for fear we have is of there being a lack of beets. 
If these can be produced in sufficient quantity, the success of this enter- 
prise is assured. 

The contractors can furnish machinery to crush 300 tons of beets per 
day, and it is thought at a push 350 tons, by an additional expense on 
their own part. This will require a good many beets, and the employ- 
ment of a good deal of labor. We should try and keep the money at home 
and help to keep in our own hands that which we shall otherwise have to 
send elsewhere. | 

A committee has been appointed who have the seed, and Bishop Thos.

PRIESTHOOD MEETING. 

At half-past 7 o’clock in the evening a meeting of the Priesthood was 
held in the Tabernacle. 7 

President George Q. Cannon was the opening speaker. The chief points 
of his discourse were: The responsibilities and duties of those whom he 
addressed; the falling off from the early practice of the missionaries going 
out into the world without purse or scrip, to prove the world; the qppor- 
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tunities for all to do good at home; the importance of attending fast 
meetings, and the payment of offerings for the support of the poor. He 
concluded with some clear and practical instructions regarding the im- 
portant duties of Teachers in the Church. 

President Woodruff followed. He dwelt for some time upon the re- 
sponsibility of the brethren in carrying the Gospel to all peoples. In 
the bestowal of the Priesthood upon men, the Lord had said many were 
called but few should be chosen, the reason for many not being among 
those of final selection being that they set their hearts too much upon 
the things of this world, to the neglect of their higher duties. He ex- 
plained the importance and power that could be exercised in prayer, and 
exhorted those present to take a wise and progressive course in matters 
pertaining to the temporal welfare of the people.

BIBTLAND ‘AS: 18, 


THE following are extracts from a letter by a correspondent at Kirtland, 
Ohio, U.S. A., to the Kansas City Journal: The old Mormon Temple, 
which has looked down from its commanding height for nearly sixty years 
upon one of the quaintest and most historical villages in Northern Ohio, 
will not be carried away to form one of the attractions at the World’s 
Fair if the people of Lake County are not altogether powerless in the 
matter. It is a landmark they will not willingly part with, although but 
a few of them have anything in common with the strange people who 
builded it. 

Kirtland is an old village and one a progressive person would shun in 
seeking a home. I am reminded right here of a remark a gentleman made 
to me in speaking of the town. I confess when I visited the spot where 
Mormonism fairly took root, I felt a kind of a reverence for it, chiefly 
because of its historical associations. Naturally I sought out men who 
could tell me something of the history of the village, and who might be 
able to assist me in getting the information I desired concerning the 
Temple. I ran across an elderly gentleman whose looks rather indicated a 
good natured, successful business man. Of course, asa stranger to the vil- 
lage and its people, I thought the proper thing to do was to say something 
complimentary of this quaint Zion. I did so and the reply kind of shocked 
me. Ves, said he, “there are worse places than Kirtland to live in, but 
I don’t know where you'll find them.“ Clearly my friend was not a 
Mormon, so we parted company. 

Kirtland is not entirely unattractive. In fact it, like a majority of the 
towns and villages in Northern Ohio, is possessed of natural scenery that 
is pleasing to the eye. It lies four miles back from Lake Erie and nestles 
between well wooded hills. One branch of the Chagrin river cuts through 
the village, almost washing the foundations of a building but little less 
historical than the Temple itself. A few stores, an old hotel that sees few 
guests, a flouring mill that is evidently well patronized by the farmers, 
one or two churches and fifteen or twenty old fashioned houses comprise 
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the village known in history as the cradle of Mormonism. No attempt to 
improve the place has been made since the Saints sought another Zion, 
and that was a good many years ago. Most of the citizens own fertile 
farms and can show a good fat bank account. They have but little ambi- 
tion and still less pride, and so long as their houses shelter them and the 
larder is full, they are happy and indifferent to grass-grown yards and. 
broken down fences. 

Some two miles to the northeast, is Mentor, a straggling village that 
once claimed President Garfield as a citizen. About the same distance 
away, but almost directly north, is thé village of Willoughby, which has 
of late become popular as a summer home for the wealthy citizens of 
Cleveland. To the south the country is less attractive, the soil soon 
changing from sand to clay and becoming more difficult of cultivation. 

But the Temple is the great point of attraction here, and the mere talk 
of removing it to Chicago has set the whole populace in a fighting humor. 
The Latter-day Saints revere, and the Gentiles venerate it. It is the one 
great historical landmark of Lake County, and many are the famous men 
who have made a pilgrimage to the inland village to gaze upon this noted 
piece of Mormon architecture. During the Garfield campaign for the 
presidency the Temple was visited by thousands from all parts of the 
country, and a handsome revenue was realized from the admission 
fee. 

The Temple stands on a high hill a little to the west of the river, and is 
built of stone. It is about eighty feet long and sixty broad. The walls 
are fifty feet high and are of a yellowish tinge. On the front of the 
building one sees this inscription in gilt letters: House of the Lord. 
Built by the Church of Christ in 1834.” The interior of the Temple is un- 
like that of any other place of worship in the county, and probably its 
like has no existence outside of Mormon cities. Leading from the vesti- 
bule are two doors that open into separate aisles, one for the men and one 
for the women. Two Latin inscriptions are still plainly visible, but these 
attract less attention than the odd arrangement of pews. At either end 
of the assembly room is a pulpit, built up in four tiers, where the twelve 
priests sat. On front of the pulpit are letters denoting the titles of the 
high priests. The second story is practically a repetition of the first, and 
this is the old Mormon school room. Here are to be seen the very black- 
boards upon which the Prophet Smith is said to have traced letters for 
the children of his new converts. It is proper to state, however, that no 
writing of the Prophet's s is now visible. 

The Temple tower rises far above the massive walls, and is visible for 
miles around in all directions. From the shapely dome a magnificent view 
of a grand country is obtained. Farm houses to the west, south and east 
appear in numbers, while to the north Lake Erie, now free from ice, and 
blue almost as the sky above it, stretches in vast expanse to the horizon. 
It is yet early spring in this section of country, but already the white 
sails, some scarcely visible from the dome of the Temple, show that lake 


commerce has begun.

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FACTS AND EVENTS. 


By two boating accidents in France on May 22, nine persons were drowned. 

The bicycle race from Bordeaux to Paris, on May 23, was won by Mills, an English 
rider, who made the 368 miles in 26 hours and 35 minutes. 

Lord Romilly and two female servants were suffocated at London, on May 24, during 
an outbreak of fire caused by the explosion of a paraffin lamp. 

A collision occurred in the Mersey on the night of May 23, between si steamers Lestris 
and Mersey. Both vessels were sunk and six persons were drowned. : 

On May 20 a cyclone swept through Andrain County, Missouri, devastating a strip of 
country two miles wide and forty miles long. Every building in its line was demolished, 
and twenty persons killed and one hundred injured. 

On May 22 a young lady who had been missing for over a month from her home in 
Kentucky was discovered to have been murdered. Two brothers named Wilson, who 
had been in love with her, admitted having perpetrated the crime, whereupon the young 
lady’s fiancee shot them both dead. | 
It has been decided to form a new Irish organization in the United States, under the 
title of the National Federation of America, the object being to raise funds to aid the 
people of Ireland to obtain Home Rule. Mr. Thomas Addis Emmett has been elected 
president, and Mr. Eugene Kelly treasurer. 

On May 22 a prominent citizen of Boston, Massachusetts, was arrested for kissing bis 
own wife on the street. The act is made an offense by an old Puritan blue law,” 
which has remained obsolete for many years. By the same law smoking is a crime, but 
no prosecutions have ever been instituted under it. 

The Washington correspondent of the New York Herald makes a statement to the 
effect that Mr. Blaine, United States secretary of state, is now a confirmed invalid, that 
his mind is impaired, and that he is unable to carry a consecutive train of reasoning. On 
the other hand, the members of Mr. Blaine’s household declare the statement to be 
untrue, and that his health is steadily improving. 

The following account has reached the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society: 
On Sunday, April 5 last, ten miserable beings, just escaped from the jaws of death, 
were landed at the port of Kurrachee, British India. The history of these poor boys 
and girls, for there were five of each sex, is a heartrending one. Some twelve months 
ago they were shipped, with about 100 other slaves, from Zanzibar, by slave-trading 
Arabs. The dhow on which they were stowed appears to have coasted along the south 
of Arabia, ite human cargo being disposed of at various ports where a ready market was 
found. The ten above alluded to were sold at a place called Sur, in the Gulf of Oman. 
For a long time they endured a course of ill-treatment from their owners, which induced 
them to conspire torun away. Finding a small boat near the shore, these poor boys and 
girls got on board, under cover of the darkness, and, without food or water, set sail into 
the unknown Indian Ocean. A small packet of dates that happened to lie at the bottom 
of the boat enabled them to live on very meagre fare for five days, but all this time they 
were without water. But when this small supply was exhausted they drifted for another 
five days at the mercy of the winds and waves. At the end of this terrible time, more 
dead than alive, they were picked up by the captain of a native craft, who tended them 
with the greatest kindness, and carried them to the port for which he was bound, and 
there he delivered them over to the British authorities. Subscriptions were raised to 
feed these poor waifs, and when the native vessel was ready to proceed to Kurrachee, the 
British authorities intrusted the slaves tu the care of the captain. No doubt they will 
now be free, but the history of these courageous young adventurers shows that in spite of 
the efforts of the British men-of-war the slave trade is still carried on in the Persian 
incurred by these children prove 
also the cruelty of Arab slavery.”

SEEKING TO RE-ASSERT TEMPORAL POWER. 


Pork LxO XIII has promulgated an encyclical dealing with the labor and 
social questions, and proposing a method for the removal of existing evils, 
particularly among the industrial and poorer classes. He naturally con- 
_ cludes that the agency for effecting the desired change rests solely within 
the Roman Catholic church. It is not a very great while since he issued 
a letter asking the views of Catholic bishops as to whether the time had 
arrived for a re-assertion of the temporal power of the Pope, the reply of 
the majority being that it had. Leo evidently possessed the same idea, 
but understood that the taking of such a step was fraught with danger 
unless attended by great prudence and caution. His latest encyclical is 
a marked advance in this direction, as it clearly indicates the position he 
is anxious to assume, and toward which he is making a steady but well- 
guarded movement. He wants the organization of which he is the head 
to take an active part in directing the material affairs of the people. 
There is no doubt that it is the dream of his life to witness the re-installa- 
tion of the popedom, with all its former temporal power and dominion; 
to the occupants of the Vatican this has come to be almost the only thing 
worth living for, and a prize which they believe is now within reach, and 
should be seized upon. 

For the furtherance of this object, and possibly with a definite inten- 
tion to carry the scheme into effect, the temper of the nations, particu- 
larly England and the United States, is being tested, and the adherents 
of popery are taking a stand that would have been the height of folly and 
rashness a score of years since. In England it is beyond question that 
Catholicism is drawing into its fold a large proportion of the population, : 
rich and poor alike; while in the United States a similar condition is 
rapidly being attained to. In the Union, however, the national senti- 
ment has been, and still is, intensely opposed to the exercise of temporal 
power by the Pope there, whatever he may do in Europe; but even this 
sentiment is weakening with the augmentation of the numbers of those 
who give allegiance to the head of the Romish church, and is now being 
boldly attacked by the Catholic priesthood i in their public utterances. _ 

An 2 of this direct antagonism is given in an article on “ Ameri- 
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can Catholicity,” by the Right Rev. Mgr. Thomas Preston, in the last 
issue of the American Catholic Quarterly Review, He says: 

It has been said in this country there is a uliar kind of Cath- 
olicity which is in advance of the old nations of the world, which has 
taken to itself the wings of pro which is more consonant with the 
spirit of the age, less hostile to those who differ from us in faith or morals, 
which puts upon itself a mantle of expediency, and loses the stern attri- 
butes of our unflinching creed. We have heard it said, as a mark of the 

uliarities of American Catholicity, that we do not pretend to judge 
— error and falsehood as far as others are concerned. 

It is also maintained that the rights of the 1 Pontiff, especially 
in his temporal principality, may in this country waived, and that 
those Catholics are more truly American in their sympathies who look 
— the temporal power of the Supreme Pontiff as a thing of the past; 
who are willing to let it die, and feel no obligation to do anything in their 
power to restore it. é 

Mgr. Preston denounces all this as abominable, and also makes this asser- 
tion: 

The 2 that every man is free to embrace and profess that 
religion which, by the light of his own reason, he shall have considered 
to be the true one, is condemned by the Catholic church. 

Following upon this claim of complete control over the conscience of 
man, he concludes by telling us: | 

There is no more dangerous disposition, if it should ever become popu- 
lar, than the belief that there is an American Catholicity which is in 
advance of past times, which differs materially from the faith once 
delivered to the church and Sieg acy eb by her, which boasts of a 
freedom from restrictions which bind the ages of the past. 

The article by Mgr. Preston is an unreserved declaration of the policy 
of the Catholic church. It has not advanced beyond the “restrictions 
which bind the ages of the past,” but seeks a return to the exercise of 
that power which held man within its thralldom, temporally and spiritu- 
ally. There is here scarce a remnant of the disguise with which Cardinal 
Gibbons sought to envelop his doctrine of supreme allegiance to the Pope, 
when he endeavored to show that it was not opposed to the institutions of 
the republic. Mgr. Preston comes forward and throws off the cloak by 
denouncing as abominable the idea that the “temporal principality ” of 
the “Sovereign Pontiff,” even in republican America, can be waived; nor 
would he even allow men to profess that religion which, by the light of 
their own reason, they consider to be the true one. In the same issue in 
which his article appears, the Review, that leading exponent of Catholicism 
in America, emphasizes his declarations, and makes this confident predic- 
tion regarding the countries which it believes will become subject to the 
“secure rule of St. Peter:” | 

America is ing giant strides; Europe, even Protestant Europe, can- 
not but foresee the day when the Uni tates will be a great Catholic | 
nation. The two branches of the Anglo-Saxon race must keep pace with 
each other in theiz return march to the faith of their fathers. If those 
who already possess that faith will but be true to the duties which so 
hopeful a time as ours imposes, another century may see the North At- 
lantic bounded on both sides by Catholic countries, : 
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Simultaneous with the public utterance of these views in America is 
the penning of an article entitled “Leo XIII, from an Inside Point of 
View,” which appeared in the May number of the Review of Reviews. It 
is by an eminent Catholic who, being within the Vatican, speaks authori- 
tatively. He does not regard Leo as a Pope shorn of temporal power, and 
hoping for its restoration in the future, but as one who has made his way 
back to the wished for goal, and is about to again take up the sceptre. 
He says: | 

In a century when material power celebrates, it may be said, its apoth- 
eosis, Leo XIII has had the glory of raising under the most tangible 
form the moral force of the popedom. He has replaced this secular insti- 
tution, which some pretended was immobilized and mummified forever, in 


the highest social position, as the illuminating lighthouse of the future. 
He has restored it as a universal and social power. With Leo XIII the 


Pope has returned. 

The material or temporal rule of the Sovereign Pontiff had been forcibly 
wrested from him. In that sense, and that alone, did he retire from the 
scene of the affairs of nations; but now “the Pope has returned.” There 
is no mistaking the import of the words; it is that he is about to re-assert 
his temporal authority over even a more extensive area than it was ac- 
knowledged in prior to the day when Victor Emmanuel confined him to 
the precincts of the Vatican. But lest the announcement should not be 
clearly understood, it is reiterated in the following language in the closing 
sentences of the article referred to: a 

Crushed and humiliated as was the Holy See at the close of the reign of 
Pius IX, Leo XIII has restored to the — rae with the respect of 

vernments and people, that prestige and influence which were her attri- 

tes during the heroic times of her history. Rarely has the tiara shone 
with so brilliant and pure a light, or shed its rays so brightly and so far. 
The popedom has lost the material possession of Rome, but on the other 
hand, thanks to Leo XIII, she is preparing to take possession of the world. 

There is no doubt as to the papal designs; the actual attempt may be 
delayed for a brief period, but it will certainly be made. To the Latter- 
day Saints it will be no surprise. It is one of the signs of the times which 
they have been anticipating. In the vision given to the Prophet Nephi, 
the latter was shown the restoration of the Gospel in the commencement 
of the marvelous work and a wonder that the Lord was to perform in this 
dispensation, and the angel then pointed out to him a condition which 
should come into existence. He said: i 

Behold, there are save two churches only; the one is the Church of the 
Lamb of God, and the other is the church of the devil; wherefore, whoso | 
belongeth not to the Church of the Lamb of God, belongeth to that great 
church which is the mother of abominations. 

The fulfilment of this part of the vision is drawing near, that which 
_ preceded it having already been accomplished. The Prophet explains the 
extent of the earthly powers of these churches, saying that the great and 
abominable church had dominion “among all nations, kindreds, tongues 
and people,” while the dominions of the Saints were small, because of the 
wickedness of the mother of abominations. ra 

The Saints who have sought to serve the Lord in spirit and in truth, 
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and who have. been observing the signs of the times that are indicated by 
the voice of prophecy and revelation, both ancient and modern, realize the 
comparative unity that exists in the world in fighting against the Church 
of Christ, and the condition that makes it possible for the church of the 
devil to control men, and fulfil that which the Prophet further describes: 

And it came to pass that I beheld that the great mother of abomina- 
tions did gather together multitudes upon the face of all the earth, among 
all the nations of the 2 fight against the Lamb of God. 

And it came to pass that I, Nephi, beheld the power of the Lamb of God, 

that it descended upon the Saints of the Church of the Lamb, and upon the 
covenant le of the Lord, who were scattered upon all the face of the 
earth; and they were armed with righteousness, and with the power of 
God in great glory. 
This power rests upon the Saints for their protection and deliverance 
from evil, and the measure which they receive is for their righteousness 
and their fidelity to the work of the Lord. When His power is developing 
among and resting upon them, here is the situation of their enemies: 

And it came to pass that I beheld that the wrath of God was poured 
out upon the great and abominable church, insomuch that there were 
wars and rumors of wars among all the nations and kindreds of the earth; 
and as there began to be wars and rumors of wars — all the nations 
which belonged to the mother of abominations, the angel spake unto me, 
we , Behold, the wrath of God is upon the mother of harlots; and be- 
hold thou seest all these things; and when the day cometh that the wrath 
of God is a out upon the mother of harlots, which is the great and 
abominable church of all the earth, whose foundation is the devil, then, at 
that day, the work of the Father shall commence, in 8 the way 
for the fulfilling of His covenants, which He hath made to His people, 
who are of the house of Israel. | 

The course of events is a warning to the Saints that these things are 
near, even at their doors. The effect should be to urge them to increased 
diligence in keeping the commandments of the Lord, in developing faith 
in Him by prayerful and upright lives, and in preparing for the great 
things which are surely coming upon the earth in this dispensation. The 
present is the hour when the Saints should stand fast in holy places that

A TELEGRAM from New York, May 28, says that a Swedish couple who 
are “ Mormons” had been excluded from entering the United States as 
immigrants, the treasury department having decided that they came 
under the classification of “polygamists.” In the absence of further 
information it is not possible to say by what process of reasoning the 
officials arrived at this conclusion, for none of the “ Mormon” emigrants 
have been either polygamists or intending polygamists; nor could they 
violate the laws of the United States against polygamy, so far as Mor- 
mon' plural marriage is concerned, that feature being expressly forbidden 
by the Church at the General Conference in October of last year. It is 
more than likely that an unfair advantage has been taken of the couple 
detained because of their limited knowledge of the English language, and 
that there have been put into their mouths by bigoted officials words 
which they have never uttered. 
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On May 22 President Brigham Young and Elder John F. Squires re- 
turned from Scandinavia, where they have been attending conferences. 
Twenty-one meetings were held, the attendance of Saints being large. 
Many strangers were also present, and the instructions on the principles 
of the Gospel were listened to and received with interest.

a4 TRAVELING WITHOUT PURSE OR SCRIP. 


— 


AN esteemed correspondent writes upon the subject of the Elders going 
out in these days without purse or scrip. He says that in his neighbor- 
hood it is frequently discussed among the brethren. Some are of the 
opinion that an Elder now in going abroad must have ten or fifteen dol- 
lars a month from home to sustain him; and he desires to get some in- 
formation on the subject. He quotes the 86th paragraph of the 84th 
section of the Book of Doctrine and Covenants, which reads as follows: 


Therefore let no man oye | you (for this commandment is unto all the 
faithful who are called of God in the Church unto the ministry), from this 


hour take purse or scrip, that goeth forth to proclaim this Gospel of the 
| om. 
There is no qualification about these words of the Lord; and though the 
revelation in which they are contained was given in 1832, we know of. no 
command that has changed their force since they were given. : 
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The Lord, in sending out His servants, said: 

And any man that shall go and preach this Gospel of the de and 
fail not to continue faithful in all things, shall not be weary in mi 
neither darkened, neither in body, limb, nor joint: and a hair of his h 
shall not fall to the ground unnoticed. An they shall not go hungry, 
neither athirst. 

It seems that one of the objects the Lord had in view in sending His 
servants forth in this manner was to test their faith, and at the same 
time prove the world, for He says: 

Behold I send you out to prove the world, ana the laborer is worthy of 
his hire. 

He also said: 


Whoso receiveth you receiveth me, and the same will feed you, and 

clothe you, and give you mone 
d he who feeds you, or . you, or gives you money, shall in no 
wise lose his reward: 

And he that doeth not these things 1 is not my disciple; by this you may 
know my disciples. 

It appears evident from these words of the Lord that wherever His 
Elders went, and there were any who were worthy to receive the message 
of which they were the bearers, they would find friends who would receive 
them and entertain them to the best of their ability; and if there should 
be a man whom the Elders should visit who would not entertain them 
nor administer to their wants, they were commanded to go alone by them- 
selves, and cleanse their feet with pure water, and bear testimony of it 
unto their Father which is in heaven that they had been rejected, and 
they were not to return again unto that man. If they entered a village 
or a city and were rejected, they were to do likewise. But they were 
commanded to search diligently, and spare not; for “wo unto that house, 
or that village or city that rejecteth you, or your words, or your testimony 
concerning me.” 

It is plain from these words of the Lord that He designed that His 
Elders should in this manner leave the inhabitants of the earth without 
excuse. But if they carried money with them, and relied upon it, would 
they be in a position to carry out the instructions inn He gave in this 
revelation? 

The design of the Lord, as set forth in this revelation, was to enable the 
Elders to find His disciples, or those who were willing to receive the mes- 
sage He sent. What better plan than this could be devised for accom- 
plishing the end the Lord had in view? Who is there among men that 
can suggest anything better? A man who goes without purse or scrip 
to preach the Gospel is compelled to be active in searching out the honest- 
in-heart. Necessity compels him to do this. And in doing this he reaches 
two important ends—he finds the disciples of the Lord, and he leaves the 
rest of the people who will not receive him nor administer to his wants 
nor listen to his testimony, in a position to 1 judged and condemned for 
rejecting the message of the Lord. 

There appears to be no good reason why Elders going out now, bearing 
the message which God has entrusted to them, should carry money with 
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them. In some lands, where the Gospel has been preached for a great 
many years, the Saints who are left are very poor and are unable to supply 
the wants of the Elders. But when a people become so hardened as to 
reject the message which the Lord has sent, and close their doors against 
the Elders, they should be left for the Lord to send the other testimonies, 
in the shape of judgments, which He said should follow the testimony of 
His servants. If they are disciples of the Lord they will receive His ser- 
vants and administer to their wants. When they receive not the Elders 
the course to be pursued is plain. 

There may be peculiar circumstances surrounding the servants of God 
in some lands. For instance, on the continent of Europe there are places 
where, if men travel without money on their person, they are liable to be 
arrested and thrown into prison, as some of our Elders have been. But 
even under those circumstances a faithful Elder, who has constantly in 
view the words of the Lord respecting the manner in which he shall 
travel, will be able to fulfil the requirements which the Lord has made, 
and at the same time be able to avoid the penalties which are inflicted 
upon vagrants. 

There is one thing that should always be ee and that is, that 
“the letter killeth, but the spirit giveth life.“ The commandments of the 
Lord are not designed to fetter men and be unbearable to them; but they 
are given for men's salvation, and they should be observed in the spirit in 
which they are given. Judicious, wise Elders will have light and wisdom 
sufficient to enable them to understand the spirit of the word of God and 
to carry it out in that spirit. Men differ very much in their faith, and, of 
course, according to their faith they are apt to fare. One man, possessing 
faith sufficient, might be able to live and be very successful without carry- 
ing any purse or scrip, where another man might fail. This difference is 
constantly illustrated in the lives of men. But it should be the aim of 
every man who bears the Priesthood to seek seak diligently to carry out 
the word of the Lord concerning this and all other matters; for without 
he does so he will be under condemnation. 

It can be confidently stated that the difference between the experience 
of a man who has traveled without purse or scrip and the experience of 
a man who has traveled with money in his pocket is very greatly in favor 
of the man who has gone as the Lord commanded. The former has grown 
and increased in faith and in power. He has learned to know his God 
and His willingness to hear him and to extend succor to him in the hour 
of need; and such a man is far better qualified for the labors and duties 
devolving upon Elders of this Church, especially as a leading man, than if 
he had not had that experience. It has been a subject of frequent com- 
ment among presiding Elders abroad, that the young men who have come 
into their fields well supplied with money were not near so efficient and 
did not gain anything like the same valuable experience as those who 
came putting their trust in the Lord to supply their wants. This is 
easily perceived. If a man has money to pay his hotel expenses in case he 
is refused admission to the houses of the people, and has means to pay his 
traveling expenses and to supply himself with clothing, he is not called 


; 
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upon to exercise faith and to plead with the Lord to raise him up friends.

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UTAH NEWS. 


(Summarized from Territorial papers. 

The Rocky Mountain Star is the title of a new eight-page paper published at Spanish 
Fork by Joseph A. Rees and J. Frank Pickering. 

The school teachers of Sevier and Beaver counties have arranged this year to have a 
summer institute conjointly, as provided by law. The institute will be held: in Olear 
Creek canyon, and, it is very likely that a number of teachers from other counties will 
also be present to participate in the educational exercises. 

A “wild man” show exhibited in Salt Lake City on May 38, the proprietors of the 
affair alleging that the wild man had been captured in a cave in Southern Utah. The 


_ sheriff arrested the alleged natural wonder and compelled him to take a bath, which 


brought off all the wool which had been glued on to transform into a hideous looking 
creature a sleek looking diminutive individual. Then the proprietors were arrested and 
fined for engaging in the fraud. 


Tens of thousands of grasshoppers are reported as hatching out in the Minersville 
‘* field,” and myriads of crickets are also reported as making their appearance in the foot 
hills above the town. Almost a similar condition of affairs as regards both crickets and 
grasshoppers existed at the same place, but not to such a great extent, last year. The 
‘“‘hoppers” are the ‘‘ warrior” variety, but as yet have not done any damage worth 
speaking of, although their numbers are increasing at such a rate as to cause some of the 
farmers to fear for their tender crop of cereals. 


Three and a half years ago a man named John Fleming died in a hospital at Salt Lake 
City. He left all his means in charge of Mr. John E. Dooley, a Salt Lake banker, to be 
given to the children of Mrs. Michael Foley, of Ennis, Corthey, County Wexford, Ire- 
land. It was learned that while they were young people Mr. Fleming and the lady who 
became Mrs. Foley were lovers, though what had separated them was not ascertained. 
Mr. Dooley took the charge placed on him, and began a search for the beneficiaries. His 
letters were returned through the dead letter office; the Catholic bishop at the place was 
unable to find Mrs. Foley or her children, as they had moved to another part. Finally 
a man engaged with the British inland revenue service discovered the missing family, 
living in a state of wretched poverty. When their identity was sufficiently ascertained 
to make sure that they were the right parties, the necessary legal steps were taken, and 
on the 28th of April there was entered in the district court at Salt Lake City the decree 
which will place in the hands of Mrs. Foley's children upwards of mms the sum of the 
property left by Mr. Fleming. 

May 9 was a holiday in Salt Lake City, the occasion of President Harrison’s visit. 
The school children, business men, military, civil organizations, and all classes assem- 
bled to honor the Chief Magistrate of the nation. The President addressed the children 
as follows: Children, in all our pleasant journeyings through the sunny south—the 
land of flowers—and amid the joyous greetings of loyal people throughout our free and 
venerated country, we have witnessed nothing so extremely lovely as this inspiring and 
unexpected sight. Such perfect arrangement, such beautiful singing, such concerted 
action of an almost numberless multitude of children waving a forest of banners, em- 
blematical of independence and liberty, present a picture and offer a welcome that the 
lapse of time will not erase frum our memories. You, children, from the schools, estab- 
lished and guarded by your public authorities, are fitting yourselves for usefulness, 
citizenship and patriotism.” (The President was here interrupted by three hearty cheers 
from the children.) Continuing, he said: And in you lies the hope of Utah, and the 
glory of our country. I wish you all the blessings that a kind Creator can bestow.” 
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
